A, ibis Difficalcy is eafily folved by obferving fir, 
thar Herod himfe!f was unwilling cto kill the Holy 
Man, but was forced upon it contrary to his Ineli- 
nation, by a fort of Necefficy that he laid under. 
For he had a Reverence tor him as being a Prophet 
fenr from God ; and as fuch his Religion hindred him 
to «xercii¢e Cruelty upon him. But Heredias by con- 
tinual.y importuning him !cffened the Reverence he 
had fer the Propher’s Divine Miffion; and though 
fhe had by «his Means rendred him a ready Inftru- 
ment of her Rage and Cruelty ; yet there was a pew 
Obtacle thar laid in the Way, which was his Fear 
of fome popular Tumuit upon che Baptifi’s Murder. 
And bere the Words of St. Mark are to be obferved ; 
Herodia, fays he, laid Snares for him, as Calvin inter. 
press the Word erdvzy: Thar is becaufe Herod was 
not himfelf forward co the Murder, fhe either endea. 
voured to circumvent him by finiitee Arts, or at- 
tempted to ger him affitinated privately. The fortner 
Conttruction of thefe Words tcems more reafonable, 
thec fhe endeavoured by oblique ‘nfinuations to cor- 
rp: her Husbaad, be: in vain fo lung as his Con- 
fcience fway’d him: But when rbat was vanquified, 
anew Fear fucceeded, left a Tumua'c might arile. 
But Mark only touches upon that which bindred He- 
vod from immediately giving way tothe Jmportuni- 
ties of his Harlot. For Herodias had wifhed, that as 
foon as Fhn had been caft into Prifon, he might be 
penithed privarely.
